The world has entered upon an age 


of great combinations In all business 
departments. 
Commercial enterprise,

The chief effort at this tfme by those 


engaged in commercial combination is 
to prevent any Interference by the peo- 
ple with the work of combination go- 
ing forward to the accomplishment of 
desired ends as speedily as time and 
circumstances will permit 


The people continue to be lukewarm 


on the subject 
and continue to say 


"Yea" at the ballot box when called 
on to declare their will regarding the 
matter, upon the theory that these fel- 
lows who call themselves Democrats 
cannot be trusted, which is too true 
when the rights of the people against 
their oppressors is the issue.

When the 
edge of the two-edged sword Intend- 
ed for the people has been applied 
till they are wounded in their life in 
the battle which the combinations will 
wage upon them, the weakness men- 
tioned win aid to remove these com- 
binations from private to public owner- 
ship. Then the other edge of the two- 
edged sword will be applied to cut the 


f bands which »lnd burdens upon the 
' people. 


The farther these combinations are 


removed from the people, the more 
weak will they be for defensive pur- 
poses, as the people win not be in sym- 
pathy with them. When these large 
combinations are removed from the 
masses through the ownership of 
the masses through the ownership of 
a few, the people will cease to take any 
Interest in them, except in removing 
the oppression flowing from them, then 
the only question remaining for their 
support win be a right In property, 
which right will be disposed of in a 
Just and lawful manner, but, without 
any doubt, to the disadvantage of the 
few, as the profits will be arranged In 
a way that will cause them to flow 
to th« public. 


Cambinatton win nave its advan- 


tages for a time and wiU be made op- 
pressive, the contention to continue op- 
pression upon the people will be poli- 
tical, which will include a control of 
government for the purpose of secur- 
ing the means to continue oppression.
